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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pg. 13, 1 st paragraph, pg. 14, 2 nd paragraph, pg. 16, 1 st 
paragraph, filed August 9, 2006, with respect to claims 1, 9 and 15 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1, 9 and 15 have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 1-27 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regard to claims 1, 9 and 15: 

Amendments to the claims overcome the prior art rejections made in the previous 
action. The prior art of record (Clark, U.S. 6,442,588 and Gross US Application 
09/863,060) discloses checking to see if a customer has a valid email address and also 
checks to ensure that the recipient of the customer's email has a valid email address. 
Gross and Clark fail to teach in response to receiving outgoing SMTP traffice checking to 
see if the sender's IP address is associated with a valid IP address and if it is logging the 
sender onto the email server using the IP address and plurality of data used to 
authenticate the sender. 

None of the other references cited in the prior action combine with Clark and 
Gross to disclose the limitations. 
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An updated search did not uncover any new prior art not owned by the same 
assignee of the instant application. No art disclosing, nor motivation to combine has been 
found which recites checking whether the sender is associated with a valid IP address 
upon receiving outgoing SMTP traffic at the email server and then logging the sender on 
using the IP address and then sending the email only if the sender is associated with a 
valid IP address. In the art of blocking unsolicited email it is most prevalent to check to 
see if the recipient's email address is valid or the sender's email address. 

All other pending claims are dependent on allowable claims 1, 9 and 15 and are 
allowable for that reason.
